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EVERY member of Society 


is under an indiſpenſable 


FUR obligation to promote, as 


far as he is able, the happi- 


neſs of the whole community. The 
ſoft whiſpers of humanity plead ſtrongly 


in behalf of the diſtreſſed; and the 


heart of that man muſt be callous in- 


deed, who withholds relief from the 


cnes of anguiſh, when that relief is in 


his own power. The human frame is 
fubje& to many diſorders : pain and di- 


teaſe are part of the portion of morta- 
A lity.

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lity. Providence has indeed amply fur- 
niſned the earth with medicines for aſ- 
ſuaging the one, and removing the 
other ; but the knowledge of theſe ſim- 
ples, their virtues, and the manner of 
application, are left to the ſagacity of 
mankind ; a taſk not eafily performed. 
They are ſcattered in ſuch amazing pro- 
fuhon, and in ſuch aſtoniſhing variety, 
that the mind 1s perplexed ; and it 1s 
perhaps unpoſhble for human abilities 
ever to diſcover all their virtues and 


| properties. A compofition of various 
| ingredients often effects what all of 
1 them ſingly would attempt in vain: 
and as theſe combinations, as well 
aas the ſimples thernſelves, are infinite, 
| we need not be ſurpriſed, that not- 
withſtanding the prodigious number 
of eminent men, from the age of 
Hippocrates to our own times, have 
ſpent their lives in improving the heal- 
ing

ing art, it is ſtill far from having reach-

ed the ſummit of perfection: and that 
we are yet ignorant of the virtues of 
many ſimples with which the bounti- 
ful hand of nature has fo beautifully | 
adorned the ſurface of the earth. New 
medicines are every day diſcovered, and 
chance or accident often reveals what 
the moſt aſſiduous application mig 
have ſought in vain. 


Toa Perhaps a ſtronger inſtance cannot 
be given of our limited knowledge of 
medicines, than the many ineffectual 
attempts to ſubdue the 1nveterate ma- 
lignancy of ſome diſtempers, which 
have hitherto withſtood all the power 
of phyſic, and are ſtill conſidered as 
the opprobria of the healing art. But 
this muſt not be imputed to nature; 


ſhe has provided medicines ſufficient f 
5 for every diſorder: diſeaſes of this kind ] 
E A 2 triumph | 


1 
triumph only over the ignorance cf the 
practitioner. 


Among theſe maladies, venereal and 
ſcorbutic complaints, eſpecially when 
complicated, are not the leaſt formida- 
ble; and phyſicians have often confeſ- 
ſed, and often lamented, that they have 
too frequently baffled the power of every 
known medicine, and defied every at- 
tempt to ſubdue their violence. If my 
own declaration will add any weight to 
the general voice of practitioners, I can, 
with great truth, affirm, that during a 
long ſeries of aſſiduous practice, I have 
met with numberleſs inſtances, where 
all the common methods have been tried 
without ſucceſs, and the wretched pa- 
tients periſhed under the excruciating 
tortures of a loathſome diſeaſe. The 
fact indeed is too evident to want any 
farther proof : the univerſal acknow- 
ledgment 


$a 


ledgment of the moſt celebrated phy- 
ficians have placed it beyond a doubt. 
Should any perſon, however, {till heſi- 
tate to ſubſcribe to the general opinion, 
I could with him to viſit the places 
where patients of this kind are received; 
becauſe ocular demonſtration would 
there convince him, that the fact is too 
certain. He would there fee objects la- 
bouring under the extremity of anguiſh, 
breathing the moſt putrid exhalations, 
and quivering on the brink of eternity, 
after every known method has been tri- 
ed in vain. 


Affected by ſufferings which could 
not be mitigated, and pierced with the 
cries of diſtreſs which could not be re- 
lieved, I have often withed that ſome 
fortunate accident, or ſome happy ge- 
nius, might diſcover a remedy, which 
would enable the faculty to conquer 


theſe

theſe dreadful diſeaſes. But the with, 
however generous, was long in vain ; 
and I began to deſpair of ever ſeeing it 
accompliſhed, when I fortunately be- 
came acquainted with M. de Velnos, 
the author of a medicine which has ac- 
quired great reputation at Paris, as a 
ſpecific in venereal and ſcorbutic diſor- 
ders, either ſingly or complicated. I had 
been too often deceived by pretended 
diſcoveries, to believe implicitly his 
moſt ſolemn aſſeverations, with regard 
to the great virtues of his medicine. I 
had never been an advocate for ſecret 
remedies, and feared that intereſt, ra- 
ther than truth, might form the baſis 
of his affertions ; and that though it 
might poſſibly ſucceed in {hght caſes, 
it might want power to eradicate the 
diſeaſe when grown too powerful for 
other remedies. He perceived my doubts, 


and took an effectual method to remove 
. ; them : 


T 0 
them : he offered to ſubmit the efficacy 
and merit of his medicine to a ſeries of 


fair and candid trials. This was a pro- 
poſal which no ingenuous Practitioner 
could refuſe. J accepted the offer; and, 
from a ſufficient number of cures per- 
formed on patients labouring under 
thoſe dreadful diſorders, ſome of them 
conſidered as abſolutely incurable, I am 
convinced, that his aſſertions were found- 
ed on truth ; and have the ſtrongeſt 
reaſons to hope, that his medicine will 
prove of the utmoſt advantage to this 
country. For whatever oppoſition it 
may meet with, either from intereſt, 
or bigotry to the ol4 methods of prac- 
tice, I am perſuaded its own merit, 
when fairly tried by the unerring touch- 
ſtone of experience, will rife ſuperior to 
all oppoſition, and filence even the 
tongue of envy. The candid and inge- 
nuous, thoſe who can feel for the ſuffer- 
N ings

ings of their fellow creatures, and fym- 
pathize with diſtreſs they with to relieve, 
| will, I am ſatisfied, give the medicine 
a fair and impartial trial. 


Jam not ignorant that every perſon 
| who attempts to recommend a medi- 
cine to the public, without revealing 
the ingredients of which it is compoſed, 
muſt expect the moſt illiberal attacks 
from the malignant pen of calumny. 
| His conduct will be ſeverely cenſured 
by thoſe whoſe intereſt is concerned to 
{uppreſs the diſcovery ; and perhaps he 
may not eſcape the animadverſions of 
others, though they may have only 
ſome favourite theory, or even the old 
method of practice, to defend. But I 
have learned to deſpiſe all ſuch ungene- 
rous attempts: they are the common 
attendants of any innovation. Almoſt 
every member of the faculty, however 

eminent 


C0 3 


eminent for his parts and learning, has 


met with illiberal treatment on endea- 
vouring to introduce any new diſco- 
very, new medicine, or new operation 
in ſurgery. It will be needleſs to men- 
tion examples of this kind : he muſt be 
ignorant of medical hiſtory indeed, who 
does not immediately recolle& many 
that have happened both in our own and 
foreign countries. It ſhould alſo be re- 
membered, that ſeveral of the moſt 
eminent phyſicians, both of the laſt 
and preſent centuries, had their ſecret 
remedies ; and perhaps they did more 
ſervice to the community by conceal- 
ing the compoſitions, than they would 
have.done, had they publiſhed them to 
the world. 


It is well known, that M. de Vel- 
nos performed, by the help of his me- 
dicine, amazing cures during his ſhort 


B ſtay

ſtay in England: I myſelf was a wit- 
neſs to ſeveral. I ſaw, with a ſecret 
fſatsfaQtion, his ſucceſs, and became an 
advocate for his remedy from convic- 
tion. I have alſo received inconteſtible 
evidences of its prodigious efficacy 
from ſeveral of the firſt nobility in 
France ; together with certificates from 
ſome of the moſt eminent phyſicians 
in that kingdom. Theſe, I hope, will 
be conſidered as proofs ſufficient to ex- 


culpate me from entertaining even the 


moſt diſtant with to impoſe upon the 


public, in a matter of ſo much impor- 


tance. No perſon ſurely, who, by the 
aſſiduous labour of many years, has ac- 
quired ſome ſhare of reputation, and 
eſtabliſhed his character as a man of 
veracity, will raſhly engage in an un- 
dertaking, that may ſap the founda- 
tion of a ſtructure, which has coſt him 
his whole life to eret! For whoever 
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publiſhes a treatiſe of any kind, ſub- 


mits the truth of what he has advanced 


to the examination of the public ; and, 
conſequently, cannot complain of its 
being thoroughly ſcrutinized. If his 
aſſertions are founded on truth, he has 
nothing to fear; like gold from the 
furnace, they will acquire a greater luſ- 
tre from a candid enquiry. 
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doubtedly an inexhauſtible ſource 
Eg of wealth, yet population forms 
8 the genuine riches of a king- 


dom; it gives at once both ſtrength and 
permanence to the ſtate. Without the aſ- 
ſiſtance of a ſufficient number of people, the 
trade of any country muſt languiſh and 
decay: the boaſted manufactures muſt be 
neglected, and even the neceſſary labours of 
che huſbandman muſt fail. But notwith-

ö danding is. evident ſuperiority of popula- 
tion, it has been much leſs regarded than 
commerce; which, in this land of liberty, 


has been carried to a degree of perfection 
unknown in other countries, by the in- 
duſtry, diligence, and activity of the 1nha- 
bitants, protected by the power, and aſ- 


ſiſted by the countenance, of the govern- 1 


ment. Every manufacture has been im- F 
proved, and every invention | encouraged, | 
| that had a tendency to promote the various | 
| branches of trade carried on in this flouriſhing 


kingdom. Theſe are doubtleſs noble efforts, 
and demand the applauſe of every lover of 
his country: but ſurely population, on 
which even commerce itſelf depends, ſhould 
not be neglected. It is really aſtopiſhing, 
that in a country, where the advantages and 
diſadvantages of every contingent are nicely 
calculated, and the effect of almoſt every 
cauſe foreſeen: where the relief of human 
nature, and the general advantage of ſociety, 
form the ſole wiſh and aim of the legiſlature; 

of 
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ſo little regard is paid to the preſervation of 
the lives of men, though confeſſedly one of 


the grand ſources of population. Luxury, 
and diſeaſes of various kinds, combine their 
malignant influences in leſſening the number 
of the human ſpecies. The exceſſive uſe of 


ſpirituous liquors, and other modes of liv- 


ing, are deſtructive of propogation. The 
continual emigration of people to America, 


the vaſt number of hands employed in 


ſhipping, and the late call for men to the 


Eaſt Indies, and to ſettle our new con- 
queſts, tend greatly to leſſen the populouſ- 
neſs of this country, to the irreparable in- 


jury of agriculture and commerce. 


But among all thoſe cauſes of depopula- 
tion, that relative to diſeaſes is the moſt 
alarming; becauſe its deſtructive effects, 


though amazingly rapid, are ſilent and 


ſecret. How many daily periſh by venereal 


and ſcorbutic diſeaſes : 2 loſs of the utmoſt 


conſequence, becauſe it greatly falls upon 
thoſe 
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1 
thoſe men who are of the greateſt ſervice to 
the ſtate. The ſcurvy may be conſidered 
as epidemical to England, owing perhaps 
to its ſituation as an iſland, the coldneſs 
and moiſture of the air, the food of the inha- 
bitants conſiſting chiefly of meat, and the 
long voyages at ſea, performed by ſuch num- 
bers of people. We need not therefore be 


ſurprized to find, that almoſt every native 


of this iſland is more or leſs afflicted with 


the ſcurvy. This diſeaſe is of itſelf a ſuffi- 
cient misfortune, but when complicated with 
a venereal complaint, becomes truly alarm- _ 
ing. The latter indeed is not, like the ſcurvy, 
natural to this country; it has been imported 
from the continent to the deſtruction of 
thouſands; and may perhaps be conſidered 
as one of the evils reſulting from a foreign 
trade. Wealth, the child of commerce, is 


the parent of luxury and pleaſure ; and hence 


the venereal diſeaſe, too often complicated 


with the ſcurvy, acquires a maliguity in this 
and, which renders it more violent, rapid, 


and 


CE. in 
and fatal. Theſe diſeaſes, handed down to 
poſterity, are poſſibly the cauſe of that 
degradation of the human ſpecies, which 
had been ſo often lamented by the writers 
of our own times. Every diſcovery, there- 
fore, which tends to leſſen this deſtructive 
malignancy, certainly deſerves the attention 
of the public. It is, perhaps, abſolutely 
1mpoſiible to deſtroy entirely the ſource of 
this evil; but it 1s poſlible to ſtop its 
alarming progreſs, if a medicine can be 
diſcovered that will eradicate both venereal 
and ſcorbutic diſorders, whether fingle or 
complicated. A diſcovery of the moſt fin- 
gular importance to our ſoldiers and ſeamen, 
afflicted with the former, becauſe it is almoſt 


conſtantly aggravated by a natural ſcorbutic 
habit. 


It is well known, that the venereal diſ- 
caſe is more eaſily cured, both in France 
Italy, than in England; an advantage that 
reſults entirely from the warmth of the cli- 
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mate; yet even there the diſeaſe too often 
becomes incurable, and triumphs over all the 
art of the phyſician. It is therefore no 
wonder that the difficulty is doubly increaſ- 
ed in this country, and that the faculty have 
long wiſhed that a medicine could be diſ- 

| covered, which would enable them to conquer 
this dreadful diſeaſe in 1ts moſt malignant 


Nate, even when complicated with the ſcur- 
| vy. And this noble diſcovery has, for- 
tunately for the public, been made by Mr. de 
Velnos. His Antivenereal Vegetable Syrup, N 


radically cures every ſtage df the venereal 
difeafe, though complicated with a violent 
ſcurvy, 7 


But, before I proceed to enumerate the 
virtues and properties of this valuable medi- 
cine, it will be neceſſary to conſider the me- 
thods generally made uſe of in the cure of 
fſcorbutic and venereal diſeaſes, and ſhew 
wherein they are deficient and inadequate to 
. anſwer the intended purpole,

It is not ſufficient, - in the cure of the 
ſcurvy, to preſerve the habit of body from 
the prediſpoſing cauſes: a long methodical 
treatment is neceſſary. 


The curative indications conſiſt in correct- 


ing or preventing the alcalization of the 


humours; reſtoring the tone of the ſolids, 
and the fluidity of the juices; re-eſtabliſhing 
the ſecretions ; and, laſtly, in procuring the 


neceflary evacuations. 


The medicines commonly triade uſe of to 
effect theſe purpoſes are ſweet, acid, and 
bitter vegetables, given in different forms, 
and in different quantities, according to the 
various ſtages of the diſorder. But theſe are 
inadequate to the purpole: It is not ſufficient 


to affect an alteration in the humours, or 


even to re-eſtabliſh the natural functions; for, 
unleſs nature be farther aſſiſted by proper 
evacuations, either by ſtool, ſweat, or utine, 


the diſeaſe too often degenerates into a 


dis- 
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diſeaſe of another ſpecies; when it will be 
neceſſary to have recourſe to antiſcorbutics, 
given as alteratives, purgatives, bitters, 


acids, corroboratives, and gentle ſudorifics. 
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Theſe medicines, which experience has 
ſufficiently proved to be neceflary in making 
a radical cure, have their inconveniencies. 
Purgatives, however properly choſen, and 
artfully managed, too often weaken and im- 
pede digeſtion; and even their operation is 
not ſupported without difficulty by perſons of 
ſcorbutic habits. Sudorifics diſturb the ope- 
rations of nature, and, finding the humours 1n 


a ſtate approaching to a diflolution, increaſe 


the evil, and often occaſion a total decompo- 


ſition. Hence we fee the reaſon why the 
common method of curing the ſcurvy, though 
remarkably tedious, is not free from danger; 
nor is it always certain: too many inſtances 
occur in medical hiſtory, where all the abili— 
| ties of the phyſician have been exerted in 
j Vain. 
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The venereal diſeaſe is too well known, 
and its effects too often fatally experienced, to 
need any explanation, either with regard to 
its nature, its origin, or the manner of. its 
communication. It will be ſufficient for my 
purpoſe to conſider the ſeveral medicines hi- 


therto made uſe of in curing this diſeaſe, and 


ſhew that they. are all of them too often in- 
adequate to effect the neceſſary purpoſe. 


Three different kinds of remedies; ſudort- 
fies, purgatives, and mercury, ſometimes 
alone, and ſometimes compounded, have been 
hitherto uſed in the cure of this diſorder. 
Experience has abundantly ſhewn that the

two firſt are not ſufficient to anſwer the in- 


tention, Mercury, notwithſtanding all its

inconveniencies, has indeed long been conſi- 
dered as a ſpecific in the venereal diſeaſe; | 
but in my opinion very unjuſtly. I wiſh 
there were no inſtance upon record where 


all its boaſted virtues have failed, the pati- 
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ents, after taking it in almoſt every form, 
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have 
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have fallen a ſacrifice to this loathſome diſ- 
eaſe. And perhaps the only reaſon why 1t 
has ſo long maintained its place in practice is, 
becauſe no other medicine of equal virtue, 
in venereal complaints, has hitherto been 


- known. 


It will not be denied but mercury often 


cures the #encreal diſeaſe; but is not the 


patient expoſed to dangers and accidents of 
the moſt alarming kind; and is not the cure 


too often partial and incomplete ? 


Mercury is adminiſtered externally and 
internally. 


The external methods are by friction and. 
fumipation. By either of theſe, it is divided 
into very minute particles, penetrates through 


the pores in its metallic form, and affects the 
ſalivary glands. 


By this method we are never certain with 
regard 


Lay 


regard to the quantity; we cannot judge of 


it by its effects, becauſe theſe are equivocal; 


it never acts equally on different patients; and 
the diflolution of the ſymptoms 1s an uncer- 


tain ſign of a radical cure; for it ſometimes 
happens, that notwithſtanding all the ſymp- 
toms occur, the cauſe is not totally removed. 
What dependence therefore can be placed 
upon a medicine, whoſe effects are fo uncers 
tain? If we add to this the danger to which 
the patient is expoſed, notwithſtanding all 
the care of an experienced and prudent phy- 


ſician, our opinion of the virtues of this 


boaſted remedy will be greatly leſſened. 


How often do the moſt fatal conſequences 
happen from its uſe? It is not uncommon for 
the mercurial particles to be diverted ſuddenly 
to the head, ſtomach, or inteſtines, where 
the ravages they make are abſolutely irre- 
parable. 


Whether the intention be to ſalivate, or 


whether the falivation comes on, notwith» 
ſtanding 
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ſtanding all the care and precaution of the 


phyſician, the following ſymptoms generally 
attend it: a ſwelling of the head and neck : 
an obſtruction and irritation of all the ſalivary 
glands: pain, inflammation, and exulceration 
of the internal parts of the mouth, attended 
wtih ſlough or excreſcences, which occaſion 
hemorrhages more or leſs confiderable ; fœtid 
gums; looſeneſs and loſs of teeth; and a 
cruel want of {leep, occaſioned by the fear 


and danger of ſuffocation. 


The patient 15 more or leſs expoſed to theſe 
dreadful ſymptoms, as he is more or leſs 
afflicted with a ſcorbutic habit ; while the 
natural effects of the ſalvation, « ſtrict regi- 
men, pain, and an almoſt total want of ſleep, 
reduce him to the loweſt ſtate of depreſſion ; 


without affording him the conſolation, that a 


radical cure will be the conſequence of his 


ſufferings: becauſe mercury, though admini- 
ſtered with the utmoſt caution to patients 
afflicted with the ſcurvy, brings on too ſud- 


denly 
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ſtop; and the quantity of mercury the pati- 


ent has received is not ſufficient to deſtroy 


the venereal virus. Nor can this defect be 


ſupplied; for every time an attempt is made 
to increaſe the quantity, the ſame accidents 
return. When this happens, and the venereal 
ſymptoms are alarming, the caſe of the patient 


becomes deplorable ; the ſcurvy is irritated 


by a medicine abſolutely 1 improper, and both 
diſeaſes ſoon increaſe to a degree that almoſt 
defies the power of medicine, and leaves the 


miſerable patient without reſource; 


But the ſcurvy is not the only cas 
that renders a falivation improper in the cure 
of the lues venerea. There are others, among 
which we may reckon various diſorders inci- 
dent to the palate, the uvula, and the ton- 
fils; together with the eroſions and exulce- 
rations of the fauces, which, ſpreading deep 
into the ſubjacent parts, often reſemble an 


eating cancer, which cannot be totally cured 
D and 


J:nly a falivation, which is very difficult to 
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wa conſolidated, till the diſorder which 
gave them birth is effectually ſubdued and 
removed. In this caſe, therefore, if in any, 


we are to obſerve the following maxim, that 


the peccant matter 1s neither to be conveyed 
to, nor evacuated by, the part affected; other- 
wiſe it muſt neceſſarily happen, that by an 


accumulation of the ſaliva, which to the 


taſte of the patient is eruginous, virulent, and 


has its qualities heightened by the mercury, 
a gangrene muſt be produced, and ſoon after 
ſucceeded by a fatal ſphacelus of the parts. 
Hildanus furniſhes us with ſome remarkable 
inſtances of this kind, Cent. 3. 06/. 92. 
Salivation is alſo improper in caſes where, 
beſides a redundance of thick and viſcid hu- 
mours, the patient” s ſtrength is much impair- 
ed; and this is certainly a very juſt and rati- 
onal maxim; ſince, in conſequence of the 
langour of the whole body, and the defect of 
a due tone, and ſufficient motive force, all 
the parts, and even the more noble viſcera 
are preternaturally flaccid; hence it happens, 
that 
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that the viſcid fordes of the humours being 
thrown into violent commotions by the effi- 
cacy of the mercury, are eaſily, and in great 
abundance, thrown into thoſe viſcera; but 
cannot, in conſequence of the weakneſs of 


the reſiſting fibres, be ſo eafily expelled 


from them. Hence theſe accumulated and 


peccant humours become ſtagnant, and occa- 
ſion terrible ſymptoms of various kinds.* But 
a more irreparable misfortune is produced, 
when theſe ſordes are conveyed to the brain, 
already weakened by previous diſorders ; for 


by this means, palſies, apoplexies, and other 
terrible lethargic diſorders muſt be ſoon pro- 


duced. But fince in a lues venerea of ſome 
ſtanding, and deeply rooted in the humours, 
there is generally a large quantity of peccant 
matter; and ſince the ſtrength of the patient 
is, for the moſt part, much exhauſted, either 
by the force of the diſeaſe, previous intemper-

ance, ſurfeits, or an exceſs of venery, it ge- 
nerally happens, that, in thoſe circumſtances, 
a ſalivation, by ſome conſidered as the only 
love reigu remedy for a lues venerca, is 
highly improper and abſurd. Many are in- 
deed of opinion, that even in theſe circum- 


ſtances the body may be rendered fit for 


bearing A falivation ; if, for inſtance, before 


its uſe, the redundance of the peccant matter 
is leſſened, and the ſpiſſitude corrected by 


veneſections, purgatives, and the repeated 


exhibition of ſudorifics; ; but Sydenham's opi- 


nion is certainly much better founded; that 
ingenious practitioner, 1 in his Treatiſe De Lue 
Venerea, tells us, that by ſuch meaſures the 
body 1 is no more prepared for bearing a ſali- 
vation, than the bodies of ſoldiers would be 
prepared for battle, by cutting their nerves. 
Hence we ſee that mercury uſed externally, 
either by rubbing or fumigation, is fo far 
from being a ſpecific in the cure of venereal 
diſorders, that it is often deleterious ; inſtead 
of curing, it deſtroys the patient. Let us now. 

| 2. conſider 
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conſider how juſtly it may be termed a ſpecific 
in the cure of the lues venera, when admis« 


niſtered internally. 


Mercury in its crude ſtate, and undivided 
by any intermediate body, given internally, 
produces no ſenſible effects. Cinnabar and 
Athiop's mineral, very little; becauſe it is 
abſolutely neceſſary to reduce mercury to a 
ſaline form, 1n order to render it capable of- 
being diſſolved in the juices of the ſtomach; 


for by that means only it is capable of enter- 


ing the minute veflels of the human body. 
On this principle, mercury has been com- 
bined with all the mineral and vegetable 
acids, and thence an infinite number of ſa- 
line mercuries have been produced; but the 
effects and dangers of them all are directly 
proportional to the quantity of acid ſpiculæ, 
with which the mercury is loaded. Hence 
we ſee the reaſon why mercurial preparations 
degenerate into poiſons; and why they are 
always more or leſs dangerous.

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The principal preparations, of mercury, 


given in a dry form, are turpeth mineral, 
mercurius dulcis, calomel, panacea of mer- 


cury, white precipitate, &c. 


Keyſer's ant Belloſte's pills, by thei diffi- 
eult ſolubility, remain long enough in the 
ſtomach to occaſion the moſt alarming miſ- 


chiefs; and theſe will always be proportional 


to the degree of activity of the medicine, 
and the quantity of the doſe. This method 


of exhibiting the ſaline preparations of mer- 
cury, ſhould never be practiſed without the 
utmoſt caution, on account of the alarming 


accidents that may reſult from their extreme 


irritating properties. 


Sometimes, on account of the violent cor- 


roſive quality of the mercurial preparation, it 


is difolved in a large quantity of ſome fluid, 
as water, ſpirit of wine, &c. Even corroſive 
ſublimate, one of the ſtrongeſt preparations 
of mercury, is given in this manner; and ſold 


to

to the public under different names; but al- 
ways to the prejudice, and too often to the 
total deſtruction of the patients conſtitution. 
By this method of exhibiting the ſaline pre- 
parations of mercury, its particles, being al- 
ready minutely divided, penetrates the ca- 
pillary veſſels, and at once irritates and cor- 
rodes the nerves. It is therefore no wonder 
that the afflicted patient, too often with a pain- 
ful degree of certainty, attributes to this cauſe 
the firſt attack of a nervous diſorder, which 
all the power of phyſic can never remove. 


If to thefe we add the inconveniences in- 
ſeparable from mercurial preparations, and 
which are always the conſequences of their 
uſe; if we conſider the ſmall number of pa- 
tients to whom mercury may be exhibited 
with ſafety, among whom we muſt rank 
youths and old men, women and hypochon- 
driacs ; becauſe the delicacy and ſenfibility of 
the nerves of the one, and the rigidity of thoſe 
of the other, render them more ſuſceptible of

the bad effects of ſalme mercury; the uſe of 
mercurial medicines will be confined within 
very narrow limits.

In © variety of venereal caſes, mercury, ins

AFTER theſe five digeſtions, there re- 
mained a black matter weighing twelve 
grains, of an inſipid taſte, abſolutely inſolu— 
ble in ſpirit of wine, but eaſily ſoluble in 
water. On being thrown on burning coals, 
it gave a ſmell compounded of thoſe ariſing 
from animal and vegetable ſubſtances; owing

THE menſtruum charged both with the 
extract and ſaline matter, being mixed, firſt

Experiment IX. 


THE ſpirit of wine, charged with the 
extracted matter of the firſt and ſecond di- 
geſtion, being drawn off in balneum marie, 
and again cohobated and diſtilled, there re- 
rained an extract, ſweet and very tenaci- 
ous, of a yellow brown colour, attracting the 
moiſture of the air; and being added to that 
which was actually depoſited, weighed three 


drams and a half. 


Experiment X. 


WE have already obſerved, that trom 
the third, fourth, and fifth digeſtions, ſome 
eryſtals were obtained; theſe cryſtals weigh- 


ed a dram. The menſtruum 1 in which they 
ſhot,

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ſhot, being evaporated, produced 'no more; 
but there remained a dry ſugary matter, 
weighing one dram and one ſcruple. The 


cryſtalline particles were prevented from 


ſhooting, by being wrapped up in a ſmall | 


portion of the unctuous extract obtained by 
the two firſt digeſtions. 


Experiment. XI. 


THESE cryſtals, as well as the unctu- 


ous extract, being thrown upon burning 
coals, did not decrepitate, but diffuſed a ſmell 
of burnt ſugar. 


Experiment XII. 


FOUR ounces of the Syrup, being placed 


in balneum mariz, and the fluid evaporated 


to a dryneſs, there remained one ounce five 


drams of deficcated matter. This matter 


pul- 
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pulveriſed, was put into a glaſs retort with 
four ounces of well rectified æther, and di- 
geſted in a ſand heat, with a moderate de- 
gree of fire. The æther was then drawn 
over into a mattraſs luted to the mouth of 
the retort; cohobated; again diſtilled, and 
again cohobated; after which the digeſtion 
was continued for two hours. By this means 
we obtained a tincture, diffuſing the ſmell of 
ambergris; and the zther being evaporated, 
the dry matter had the ſame ſmell, was 
tranſparent, and of an acrid taſte. This 
deſiccated matter diflolved totally in ſpirit 
of wine; and water being added to the 


tincture, it rendered it but very little turbid. 


Experiment XIII. 


A part of the above deſiccated matter di- 
geſted in warm. water diſſolved totally, except 
a few minute reſinus particles in ſuch ſmall 
quantity, that they ſeemed not to have re- 

ſided 
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fided originally in the medicine, but to have 


been formed by the action of the ſmall 
portion of acid in the zther on the oily parts 
of the vegetables uſed in the compoſition of 
the ſyrup. 


Experiment XIV. 


SIX ounces and a half of the dificcated 
matter procured from a pound of the ſyrup, 
being put into a retort, and the veſſel placed 
in a reverberating furnace, there firſt came 
over a conſiderable quantity of phlegm, the 
acidity of which increaſed in proportion as 
the fire was augmented. As the heat be- 
came more violent, the acid became more 
concentrated, and more empyreumatic ; and 
at the ſame time there came over a black 
oil, partly limpid, and partly thick. The 
fire being raiſed to the moſt violent degree, 
more acid and oil came over; but not a ſingle 
particle of mercury. The retort being broke,

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not a ſingle metallic particle was found at

there remained, diſperſed all over the inter- 
nal ſource, a burnt matter or coal, ex- 
tremely rarified, like that of an unctuous 
body.

of the extract obtained by the ſecond expe- 


riment, it is plain, that the ſyrup contains 
only a ſmall quantity of active particles, and 
that ſugar, or ſome ſaccharine matter, forms | 
the predominant part of the medicine;

It follows alſo from the third, foutth, 


and ninth experiments, that the active par-

ticles in the ſyrup are very few, and that 
a, conſiderable quantity of honey is uſed 


in the compoſition. 
IV. 


From the fifth, ſixth, tenth, eleventh, 
and fourteenth experiments, it follows, that 
ſugar is alſo uſed in the compoſition of 
the ſyrup; becauſe we have been able to 
ſeparate it from the extract by cryſtalliza- 
tion, and conſequently to determine the 
quantity; and as it is very probable, that 
equal parts of ſugar and honey are uſed, and 
as two drams and a ſcruple of ſugar are con- 
tained in two ounces of the ſyrup, if we add 
two drams and a ſcruple of honey, there 
will remain only one dram and twelve grains 


of active particles.

It is evident from the ſeventh experiment, 
that the ſyrup had been clarified either with 
iſinglaſs,

iſinglaſs or the whites of eggs; but the quan- 
tity of either is too ſmall for us to imagine it

From the eighth, twelfth, and thirteenth 
experiments 1t appears, that the ſyrup does 
not, in its natural ſtate, contain any reſinous 
particles ; but as the active part diſſolves 
equally in water and ſpirit of wine, it may 


be conſidered as a reſinous extract. 


VII. 


In fine, it is evident from the fourteenth 
and fifteenth experiments, that the ſyrup 
does not contain a fingle particle, either of 
mercury, antimony, or any metallic or ſemi- 


metallic ſubſtance whatever. 


CONCLUSION. 


From the whole therefore it appears that 


the ſyrup! of Velnos is compounded of a con-
